SPACE SIGNALS 

The Arkansas Democrat-Gazette, June 9, 1993, reported that the 
Berlekey, CA search for alien signals from outer space had found 
164 possible signals.

EUIDENCE OF LIFE IN SPRCE IS FOUND 

Recording to the Houston Post scientists at the Uniuersity of 
Arizona haue discouered the basic building blocks of life in the 
inner core of a rocky meteroite, confirming that chemicals 
common to biological systems can form in deep space. Their 
source of information is the Murchison meteorite that was found 
in Australia some 24 years ago. They haue isolated traces of 
deuterium and nitrogen-15 with an isotopic composition of the 
same concentration that is typical of amino acids in terrestrial 
life. This means that the building blocks of life formed in 
interstellar space eons ago. R total of 55 amino acids haue been 
found in the Murchison meteorite by researchers. Most UFO 
researchers would say "that doesn't surprise me."
